1. AUS educator vhe spent several months in the USSR during the sumer 
of 1973 reported that his college-age child, who accomsanied his, had 
become well acquainted with some Soviet young people in Moscow and 
had learned that they (tha young people) had an nmagzing avarencss of 
Soviet security-type activities againet foreigners. They vere villing 
to discuss these sctivities quite openly with the young US visitor. ‘ 
They seemed to know the identities of forefenars who vera under sus- i 
picion, the reasons they were under suspicion and the asture of sur- 
vaillance activitiee that ware being carried out against them. 
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2. The young US visitor, who speaks ~Assian fluently, mentioned two cases 
in point: one had to do with Leo Cruliow, 8 correspondent for the : 
Christian Science “Monitor. He is apparently under suspicion because, ; : Hee ot 
firet of all, hia ps»rente were (cr are) Zussian. Seceadly, he was 4 

_with Quaker War Relfaf in the USS? during World Yar II. These circum 
stances, and perhaps others, have reportedly caused the Seviets to 
Yegard him as some Lind of spy, and he is watched unusually closely. 
There was convincing evidence of this when Gruliow vas entertained by 

’. the visiting US educator for dinner one evening in the restaurant of 
the hotel vhere the US visitor was staying. As soon as the party vas 
over and the US group left, the drunken husband of the waitress who 
had served the group in the restaurant was reportedly su=moned outside 
by two Soviets who vere waiting in a car, and he vas questioned in 
great detail ss to what the foreigners had said. The young US visitor 
heard this from a young Soviet acquaintance who either had a friend 
working for the Soviet authorities or whe was working for the authori 
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3. Another instance which seemed to demonstrate the young peoples‘ 

avareness of the.Gsviet officials’ close scrutiny of foreigners had
